In the house, the family and friends of 
the ex-President were waiting in subdued grief 
forthe hour when the remains of the loved 
father and friend were to be taken from their 
midst forever. Hundreds of sorrowing people 
began to gather at an early hour, anxious to 
testify by their presence the respect they bore 
to their fellow-citizen and former Chief Magis- 
trate.

THE POLICE DETAIL. 
Shortly after 7 o'clock Police Inspector 
Steers with Capt. Ryan and 125 police silently 


marched into Lexington avenue, followed by 
Capt. Garland and a picked body of thirty men 
from the Broadway squad. The police were 
posted along the avenue with directions 
to allow no vehicles to ass by 
the house. No people were allowed on 
the east side of the avenue from Twenty- 
eighth to Twenty-ninth streets, exce — 
those who had tickets of admission to 
house.

Muller arri 
and also alighted from their carriages and en- 
tered the house. They were followed by the 
Senate Committee. By this time there was a 
Mighty throng of people on the avenue and 
the windows of every house were filled with 


sad faces. 
NO DISPLAY. 

There was no service at the house, The few 
friends present looked upon the face of the 
dead carly in the morning and the casket was 
closed 1 the last time. e mourners waited 
in silent grief for the last moment. At 8:30 the 
black casket, covered with palmetto leaves, 
eve of violets, and a wreath of white roses, 

ifteéd by the undertakers and borne from 
the room. The silent form of Chester A. Ar- 
thur passed through the doors of his earthly 
tenement for the last time,and was reverently 
placed in the funereal- -draped hearse. As the 
Casket came in view of the people in the 
streets every head was bowed reverently and 
many eyes filied with tears in the throng thus 
hushed in the presence of death.

PREE PASSES. 

Asking for the abolition of the free pass 
system in Missouri is asking for the abo- 
lition of a corruption fund of one or two 
million dollars which is raised by an ad- 
dition to the charges of those who pay 
their way. and which is paid to influence 
men in public positions to render services 
which they would not voluntarily render 
to railroads. 

There is not a free pass issued to con- 
vention delegates, to members of the 
Legislature, to State or municipal officers 
or to their families or constituents, that is 
not issued upon a clear understanding 
that the railroad is thereby securing some- 
thing worth more than the money value 
of the pass. It wasshown in the Penn- 
sylvania Constitutional Convention that 
the passes issued on account of members 
of the Legislature in that State in one 
year averaged about $14,000 each. It is 
therefore asking a great deal ot the mem- 
bers of the Missouri Legislature to ask 
them to make it a penal offense for one 
of their members or any State or munic- 
ipal officer to accept a pass, or for any 
railroad official to issue a free pass to any 
such member or toany State or municipal 
officer, or to the family or constituents of 
such member or officer, with his knowl- 
edge or consent.

The three men who 
conduct the affairs of Nashville are weil paid 
for their services. They have every human 
inducement to devote themselves to the 
interests of the city. There is no Council and 
no Board of Aldermen to buy up. The eyes of 
all Nashville are upon those three men. 

There political favoritism and theory are 
subordinated to practical business prin- 
ciple, and the result is most satisfactory and 
salutary.

Money Furnished the Wounded Man by 
Some Unknown Person Through the Me- 
dium of a Detective. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

New York, November 22.—On October 16 
last, the sharp report of a pistol in room 214 of 
the Park Avenue Hotel brought a rush of 
employes to the spot. They found George 
W. Hersey, who had registered on the pre- 


| vious day as from New York, alone in the 


room with a pistol of the British bull-dog 
fashion ini his right hand, and a bullet hole 
clear through the thorax. The ball had en- 
tered just below the left nipple, had escaped 
the heart as by a miracle, and had cut a chan- 
nel through the lung and the chest 
cavity. It looked like a clear 
case of attempt at suicide and 80 
everybody regarded it. The wounded man 
was taken to Belleyue Hospital. He was 
placed in ward No. 4, under the care of Dr. J. 
C. Clarke, and was soon under the influence 
of opiates and spbsisting upon a diet of 
cracked ice. Ii was a case which promised 
one chance of success against a hundred of 
failure. Dr. Clarke and Dr. Stimson, who 
came as visiting surgeons, were particularly 
anxious to make a noteworthy case of it by 
saving the man’s life. He was a tractable 
patient and seemed to be very desirous of liv- 
ing. The next morning a note of the occur- 
rence appeared in the papers and by 11 o’clock 
Detective Price from the Twenty-ninth Pre- 
cinct Police Station was at the hospital in- 
sisting that Hersey should bé arrested and 


put into the ‘‘cage,’’ a strongly built place 
with iron bars at the extreme northwestern 
end of the — ward. 

But it will de almost certain death now to 
move the man. His life depends upon his re- 
maining in one position, and besices the foul 
air of the cage will be almost certain to a 
on complications of a pulmon sort, an 
then the patient is gone,’’ said Dr. Clarke. 

This he thought insured the patient remain- 
ing in the lower ward, and the doctor turned 
to other duties, only to find an hour later that 
the man had been carried, bed and all, up to 
the cage, and was 

ALREADY WHEEZING THERE. 

When, during the afternoon, Dr. Stimson 
arrived, there was a scene, and the patient 
went downto the surgeon’s ward upon the 
assurance that the physician would be per- 
sonally responsibie for his appearance when 
wanted. The man was then given the 
best of care and nourishment. He 
was a short, thick-set man of 40 
years, welgbing about 185 pounds, and the 
doctors took full notes of the wonderful case 
which was going on under theircare. He was 
not talkatiye, but was apparently of good fam- 
ily, though inclined to talk inuch of money, 
assuring those about him that any favors 
received would be remembered by good checks 
as soon as he could hear from ends. He 
was from Boston and itcame out that for some 
days preceding the shooting Hersey had been 
on a spree and had lost several thousand dol- 
lars, leaving him penniless. His valuables 
deposited in the hospital safe consisted 
of ai pair of shirt-studs and 3 
pair of cuff-buttons. He insisted that 
there was no intent of suicide, that he was 
looking at the pistol when it went off. A fort- 
night ago Detective Pryor from the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel ——ů— at the hospital and saw 
the wound man and the interview hada 
very favorable effect upon him. On leaving 
Mr. Pryor said to Dr. Clarke that there must 
be no stinting of delicacies or anything else 
which could bring about the — | recovery of 
the patient, that he was a man of wealth d 
that whoever rendered any favors would be 
well remembered. 

‘*IT have left hima little change,’’ said the 
detective, as he left. ‘‘I gave him,’’ said 
the detective, last evening, 8450 at that first 
visit. I got the money from a certain party in 
the city by whom I was employed to take the 
money tothe sick man. Idid not know him 
and had never seen him before, but I was told 
to give him ali the money he wished. 46 1 
understood itonthe day after he shot him- 
self some relative died at some out-of-town 
place and the man Hersey was backed dy a 
couple of million dollars, which he was to 
have as soon as the matters of the estate 
could be fixed up. I went several times 
to see Herse after that and found 
him a very clever gentleman. He was 
accustomed to goo living, so 1 told 
them to let him have the best of care and pro- 
visions. Ileftbim at another visit $500 and 
other sums at other visits, in all $1,500, takin 
receipts for it. On my last visit on Friday 
found him in the ‘cage,’ a cold place, well 
named. Then his diet was cut down and it 
looked as though some one had found out that 
he had money and was 1 him through 
the sweating process. I don’t know that any- 
thing of the sort was done, but anybody can 
draw his own conciusions, He was to have 
come to court for his discharge 
on Saturday, but we waited all day, lawyers 
and all, and now we are told that somebody 
nad telephoned tothe Nineteenth Street Sta- 
tion of the Twenty-ninth Precinct that the 
man was not well enough to go to court. An- 
other very curious thing is that on Friday last 
I left the card of Lawyer Racey, whom I had 
engaged by direction of the lawyer in charge 
of the estate to clear Hersey of the suicide 
complaint. This card I asked should be sent 
up at once to Hersey. On Saturday we in- 
quired and were told that it had been handed 
him. Hersey yesterday says that an attendant 

ave him the card this morning just before 
eaving for court.’’ 
A SHAMEFUL ROBBERY. 

When I returned tothe hotel this morn- 
ing. continued Detective Pryor, I found 
Hersey here. He had just come up from the 
court, and when he had left had paid 61. 50 for 
the cab; he had then just 25 cents left and toid 
me he was faintand wanted money to get his 
breakfast. * gave him $500, and he started 
out to get a bite Now bear in mind, he has 
had $1,300 within tze vast two weeks or so and 
has been under hospita: .~ volice n up to 
that time he reached the hotel. 

„Did you ask him where the money had 
gone?’’ 

‘‘He did not say more than that he had 
only a quarter and wanted money to get his 
breakfast. 

Later in the evening Detective Pryor said ne 
had met the Buffalo lawyer who was to come 
on to settle the matter of the millions, which 
had fallen to Hersey during his lliness. Who 
the lawyer was, who the rich relative was or 
enything would not be divulged, but from the 
Buffalo lawyer came the message, D— n the 
reporter, the hospital, and any story which 
may be printed. I have come on to attend to 
business and I don’t care a d—n what the 
papers say. 

ersey and the Buffaloan were in consulta- 
tion last evening, and up tothe time of meet- 
ing of the lawyer Hersey stated to his agent, 
Pryor, that he had no idea who was his bene- 
factor, or from whom the legacy was coming. 
The wounded man had not taken rooms in any 
hotel, aud after his discharge early in the 
forenoon had knocked about town in a lively 
fashion. The whole case is one of the most 
mysterious which had ever come under the 
Bellevue blotters. The doctors remembered 
the case because of the surgical novelty, while 
in other quarters there was a great deal of 
nervousness shown when the case was en- 
tioned. Hersey will remain as a private pa- 
tient of Dr. Stimson until completely cured.

LONDON, November 22.—[Copyright, 1886.]— 
A new story about Bismarck is told in the ro- 
cently published memoirs of Count Vitzthum.
